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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

The  City's  affairs  are  again  placed  in  your  hands. 

Nearly  all  of  you,  gentlemen,  have  been  on  the  job  for  the 
past  year;  your  work  has  been  ratified  and  approved  by  the 
recent  election,  and  the  public  is  fully  informed  of  your  plans. 
It  is  now  for  you  to  go  forward  with  those  plans  and  realize 
for  the  City  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  their  continuance 
or  completion. 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  I  congratulate  you 
on  your  unanimous  re-election.  Notwithstanding  the  small 
number  of  votes  cast,  the  election  is  as  unanimous  as  tho 
every  voter  had  gone  to  the  polls. 

It  is  indeed  remarkable  that  a  comparatively  full  City  Gov- 
ernment should  be  re-elected  in  Belfast  without  a  dissenting 
vote.  This  testifies  to  the  public's  appreciation  of  the  honesty 
and  sincerity  of  purpose  with  which  you  have  conducted  your 
work. 

I  believe  I  can  truthfully  say  that  there  has  not  been  the 
slightest  friction  the  past  year  in  the  decisions  of  the  City 
Government,  and  I  have  no  doubt  this  spirit  of  co-operation 
will  continue. 

I  assure  you  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  associated  with  such  a 
body  of  men,  men  who  have  the  interest,  ability,  and  willing- 
ness to  care  for  all  matters  referred  to  them  better  than  I 
would  attend  to  them  myself.  It  is  a  great  relief  to  me,  and 
otherwise  I  could  not  afford  to  have  taken  on  my  part  of  the 
work. 

The  results  of  the  past  year  are  likewise  especially  gratify- 
ing. Your  unanimous  re-election  proves  the  correctness  of 
the  principle  for  which  we  stood  then  and  for  which  we  stand 
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today,  namely,  a  coalition  government,  or  non-partisanship  in 
City  affairs. 

The  general  good  feeling  which  exists  today  is  a  powerful 
asset  to  the  City  in  its  forward  march,  and  a  help  to  us  in  the 
further  performance  of  the  City's  business.  It  matters  not  to 
us  whether  a  man  is  a  Democrat  or  a  Republican,  but  only 
whether  he  can  deliver  the  service. 

We  sincerely  regret  that  all  of  the  men  associated  with  us 
last  year  are  not  able,  thru  ineligibility  in  their  respective  wards, 
to  be  here  again,  but  we  are  pleased  to  be  associated  with  the 
honorable  and  capable  gentlemen  who  fill  their  places. 

The  City  also  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself  that  you, 
gentlemen,  are  willing  to  assume  these  duties  at  the  expense 
of  your  own  private  interests,  but  it  is  nevertheless  an  obli- 
gation which  you  owe.  Unless  such  men  as  you  are  willing 
to  do  this  work,  what  right  have  they  to  complain  of  what 
the  other  fellow  does?  I  hope  the  good  results  from  the  con- 
tinuance of  your  labors  the  present  year  will  cause  other  men 
equally  competent  and  responsible  to  be  willing  to  take  on 
the  work  where  we  leave  it,  that  the  spirit  of  unity  and  co- 
operation in  Belfast  may  be  further  fostered  and  improved. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  hard  one  in  which  to  obtain  results. 
Labor  has  been  scarce  and  wages  abnormally  high.  The  pres- 
ent year  will  be  more  favorable  in  both  respects,  and  with  a 
return  toward  normal,  the  standard  of  efficiency  will  be  in- 
creased. It  is  disappointing,  but  a  fact,  that  extremely  high 
wages  and  shortage  of  labor  produce  a  decrease  of  individual 
efficiency.    It  should  be  the  opposite. 

We  have  held  down  well  to  our  appropriations  and  have 
cleared  the  past  year  with  a  reduction  in  the  City's  net  lia- 
bilities. This  is  a  start  in  the  right  direction  and  we  hope  a 
permanent  turn  in  the  City's  financial  affairs.  The  tax  rate 
was  high  but  abnormal  expenditure^  had  to  be  met  as  well  as 
high  prices  contended  with.  We  can  hope  for  little  if  any 
reduction  this  year,  if  anything  is  to  be  accomplished.  An  in- 
crease of  $5,000  per  year  for  the  next  year  and  a  half  is  added 
to  our  bonded  interest.    We  certainly  cannot  afford  to  see  the 
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City  go  backward  in  its  schools,  roads,  sidewalks,  sewers, 
drainage  and  other  necessaries. 

The  thing  of  first  importance,  of  course,  is  our  schools. 
They  appear  to  be  in  capable  hands.  Every  interest,  encour- 
agement and  co-operation  should  be  extended  for  their  further 
improvement.  The  growth  of  our  City  primarily  rests  with 
our  schools.  They  should  be  second  to  none  in  the  State. 
Our  Superintendent  said  to  me  in  a  recent  communication, 
"A  good  school  system  will  help  more  than  any  one  thing  to 
make  this  a  bigger,  better  and  busier  Belfast.  A  good  system 
will  act  as  a  magnet  drawing  people  to  us.  More  people  mean 
more  industries  and  more  business." 

We  need  most  of  all  a  new  schoolhouse.  I  want  you,  gen- 
tlemen, to  consider,  and,  if  you  regard  it  advisable,  advocate 
the  starting  of  a  drive  to  raise,  by  subscription,  a  substantial 
amount  for  this  purpose.  If  we  undertake  it  in  the  right  spirit 
and  with  the  proper  zeal,  there  is  no  telling  what  we  may 
accomplish.  There  are  people  who  should  give  at  least  $1,000 
for  this  purpose  and  I  believe  everyone  would  wish  to  help  to 
the  most  of  his  ability. 

For  one,  I  am  willing  to  triple  my  subscription  to  the  United 
War  Drive  and  I  have  no  doubt  everyone  of  you,  gentlemen, 
would  gladly  do  the  same.  If  all  in  Belfast  should  do  this 
even,  we  should  raise  $30,000.  This  undertaking  is  not  so  big 
as  it  looks.    Think  it  over,  gentlemen. 

The  next  of  importance  is  our  streets  and  roads.  We  are 
agreed  that  gravel  is  the  thing  most  adaptable  to  their  improve- 
ment. Money  expended  in  grading  is  wasted  unless  immedi- 
ately followed  by  gravel.  The  long  haul  from  our  known 
gravel  pits  and  cost  of  team  hire  make  the  use  of  teams  im- 
practicable. The  purchase  of  a  suitable  gravel  truck  has  been 
spoken  of,  which  I  submit  for  your  immediate  consideration. 

The  general  condition  of  our  sidewalks  is  both  bad  and 
dangerous.  A  substantial  appropriation  should  be  made  for 
them  this  year.    Gravel  should  be  substituted  at  once  in  place 
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of  worn-out  plank  walks,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  concrete 
surfacing  done. 

Our  sewers  should  be  extended. 

Outlets  for  our  surface  drainage  must  also  have  our  con- 
sideration, and  the  beginning  of  a  well-planned  system  estab- 
lished. Water  stands  in  places  on  the  surface  thruout  the 
season  to  the  danger  of  health  in  those  localities. 

Our  railroad  question  is  still  before  us.  But  little  of  the 
appropriation  of  last  year  for  investigation  was  used,  the  bal- 
ance being  still  available.  War  conditions  made  it  inadvisable 
to  push  the  effort  then,  but  if  those  conditions  become  suffi- 
ciently corrected,  no  endeavor  should  be  spared  to  permanently 
dispose  of  this  question. 

A  petition  is  before  the  City  Government  to  locate  another 
large  gasoline  tank  near  the  water  front  at  the  foot  of  Main 
Street.  On  investigation  it  has  been  found  that  such  an  occur- 
rence would  increase  insurance  within  range  of  100  yards- 
10%  ;  that  if  the  tanks  now  there  should  be  removed,  rates 
would  likewise  be  reduced  10%  from  the  present  level.  It 
has  also  been  found  that  at  least  $600,000  of  insurance  is  in 
force  within  the  radius  mentioned,  at  an  annual  insurance  ex- 
pense of  probably  at  least  $10,000.  This  matter  is  still  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee  for  further  consideration  and  investi- 
gation and  will  come  before  you  for  final  conclusion.  If  our 
investigations  thus  far  are  correct,  it  would  seem  as  tho  the 
public  demand  would  leave  but  one  course  to  pursue,  much 
as  we  should  dislike  to  ask  the  removal  of  the  present  tanks 
and  much  as  we  should  regret  not  to,  grant  the  petition  at 
hand. 

The  matter  of  reduction  of  insurance  rates  on  residential 
property  referred  to  in  my  address  last  year  has  not  been 
accomplished.  This  must  have  immediate  attention.  Belfast 
should  be  advanced  to  Class  C  in  the  rate  classification. 

The  most  troublesome  and  unsatisfactory  problem  with  which 
we  have  to  deal  the  present  year  is  the  water  situation.  Most 
of  you  are  familiar  with  it.  It  has  been  a  knitting  work  for 
several  years.    It  is  constantly  with  us,  gnawing  at  the  vitals 
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of  the  City's  growth  and  prosperity.  As  such  the  only  remedy 
is  to  cut  it  out,  and  this  must  be  done  by  purchase,  if  at  all. 

To  this  end,  an  examination  of  the  Water  Company's  books 
is  already  started  or  about  to  be  started  by  the  firm  of  Metcalf 
&  Eddy,  Consulting  Engineers  of  Boston,  people  recommended 
by  Stone  &  Webster.  This  is  being  done  with  the  consent  of 
the  Water  Company  and  we  anticipate  will  be  a  comparatively 
short  and  inexpensive  job.  We  should  soon  be  in  a  position 
to  make  an  offer  of  purchase,  either  for  Belfast  people  indi- 
vidually, or  a  water  district,  in  case  that  is  organized.  We 
hope  and  expect  to  succeed  in  the  purchase. 

Belfast,  however,  is  not  the  only  place  suffering  from  water 
troubles.  The  trouble  of  all  places  takes  its  origin  largely 
from  an  unwise  statute.  As  administered,  this  law  sanctions, 
encourages,  and  directs  evasion  in  the  interpretation  and  dis- 
charge of  obligations  regarded  both  sacred  and  binding  before 
the  law  was  conceived.  Its  workings  are  not  on  the  broad 
principles  of  justice,  right  and  respect  for  pre-existing  con- 
tracts, which  should  govern  all  decisions.  It  tends  to  render 
impotent  the  necessity  for  increased  initiative,  efficiency,  and 
economy  of  operation.  Why  should  a  Water  Company  worry? 
Its  application  works  a  greater  hardship  on  water  consumers 
thruout  the  State  than  on  any  other  class  of  public  utility 
patrons.  For  instance,  should  an  Electric  Eight  Company  de- 
mand unreasonable  rates,  the  Standard  Oil  product  would  at 
once  come  to  the  rescue.  Should  a  street  car  line  do  likewise, 
our  legs  could  be  brought  into  service.  But  it  is  not  possible  to 
shift  at  once  from  the  use  of  water  installed  in  our  homes 
without  considerable  inconvenience.  Nevertheless,  that  incon- 
venience should  be  temporarily  borne  if  the  case  is  sufficiently 
aggravating. 

No  city  or  town  in  Maine  today  could  possibly  take  the  risk 
of  permitting  an  outside  corporation  to  install  a  water  system. 
Such  an  action  would  be  suicidal  in  the  extreme.  This  law 
also  entirely  eliminates  the  opportunity  heretofore  afforded 
individuals  who  have  been  accustomed  to  install  and  own  water 
systems  at  a  profit  to  themselves. 
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I  have  recently  been  thru  a  long  decision  in  application  of 
the  Utility  Act  to  a  water  situation  existing  in  the  town  of 
Lincoln,  Maine.  The  Lincoln  Water  Company  was  organized 
in  191 1,  and  entered  into  a  twenty-year  contract  with  the  Town 
of  Lincoln,  to  furnish  water  for  thirty  hydrants  at  $1,500  per 
year,  and  for  private  families  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $8.00 
per  year  for  each  first  faucet.  The  water  company  was  au- 
thorized to  make  contracts  with  the  towns  and  inhabitants 
thereof,  as  contemplated  in  the  Act;  and  the  municipal  officers 
or  the  assessors  of  the  towns  were  authorized  to  enter  into 
contracts  for  a  term  of  years  with  the  company  for  municipal 
purposes. 

The  contract  was  very  similar  to  ours,  excepting  that  the 
rate  to  private  individuals  was  limited  to  a  stipulated  sum. 
As  in  our  case,  the  contract  was  made  before  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Act  was  passed,  and  the  people  of  Lincoln  had  reason  to 
suppose,  as  with  us,  that  the  company  would  carry  out  its  obli- 
gations. This  condition  is  always  fully  implied  in  the  forma- 
tion of  every  contract  by  responsible  parties.  But  for  these 
original  contracts,  foreign-owned  water  companies  would  never 
have  been  permitted  in  our  cities  and  towns ;  certainly  not  in 
Belfast,  and  probably  not  elsewhere. 

Notwithstanding  the  specific  terms  of  the  contract,  the  Lin- 
coln Water  Company  is  authorized  to  increase  its  rates  for  the 
first  thirty  hydrants  from  $1,500  to  $2,500  per  year  and  to 
individual  families  from  $8.00  to  $12.00  per  year  for  each  first 
faucet,  with  corresponding  increases  for  secondary  service. 

I  submit  to  you,  gentlemen,  and  to  the  citizens  of  our  State, 
whether  such  a  law  is  right  and  just,  and  whether  there  is  any 
necessity  or  excuse  for  such  perversion  of  moral  and  legal 
obligations?  Is  it  not  a  BLIGHT  on  our  State  ?  ARK  the 
inhabitants  of  the  various  towns  affected  going  to-  STAND 
for  this  in  silence?  Is  there  not  bound  to  come  such  an  up- 
rising of  public  opinion  as  will  bring  this  whole  situation  before 
a  future  legislature  for  reconsideration  and  correction?  Cer- 
tainly something  should  be  done.  When  the  time  comes,  the 
inhabitants  of  Belfast  can  be  relied  upon  to  do  their  part. 
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Were  I  a  resident  of  Lincoln,  I  would  advocate  cutting  loose 
from  the  whole  water  situation  until  such  a  time  as  the  com- 
pany was  ready  to  come  to  just  terms. 

In  our  own  case  if  our  efforts  to  purchase  prove  futile,  this 
City  Government  can  be  relied  upon  to  employ  every  honor- 
able means  at  our  command  to  obtain  a  just  and  fair  consid- 
eration for  the  inhabitants  of  the  City.  If  we  do  not  obtain 
that  it  will  not  be  our  fault.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  School  Committee  submits  herewith  detailed  reports  of 
its  various  activities  for  the  municipal  year  just  ending. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  are  forced  to  ask  for  increased 
appropriations  but  it  has  been  felt  that  it  was  absolutely  essen- 
tial to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  to  make  up  in  a 
measure  for  the  advancing  cost  of  living.  We  have  been 
handicapped  by  losing  our  teachers  to  other  communities  who 
were  able  to  pay  larger  salaries.  It  has  been  the  constant 
effort  to  keep  the  expenditures  down  as  small  as  possible  and 
maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

We  are  happy  in  the  belief  that  our  schools  were  never  in 
better  condition  than  they  are  at  the  present  time.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  City  of  Belfast, 
Maine: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  report  of  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  schools  of  Belfast  for  the  municipal  year  end- 
ing March  i,  1919.  The  reports  of  the  Principals  and  Super- 
visor are  included  in  this  report. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  our  school  work  has  been  broken 
into  with  the  epidemics  of  scarlet  fever,  influenza  and  war 
work  activity,  we  have  maintained,  throughout  the  year,  high 
standards  of  excellence.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  splen- 
did spirit  of  helpfulness  and  application  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  and  the  untiring  effort  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers.  It  may  be  too  much  to  say  that  we  have  main- 
tained our  usual  standards,  but  I  feel  sure  that  the  stimulus 
of  patriotism  and  of  service  have  in  a  large  measure  com- 
pensated for  any  failure  to  realize  fully  our  ideals. 

Supervised  School,  Lunches 
The  change  from  the  one-session  plan  to  two  sessions  in  the 
High  School,  in  order  to  make  up  the  time  lost  by  the  closing 
of  schools,  made  it  necessary  for  a  great  number  of  our  pupils 
to  bring  their  lunches.  The  lunch  hour  has  always  been  a 
very  unsatisfactory  feature  of  our  daily  program.  To  over- 
come this  we  arranged  to  have  a  supervisor  of  the  lunch  hour 
and  to  serve  sandwiches  and  cocoa  practically  at  cost.  The 
results  far  exceeded  our  expectations.  This  should  be  ex- 
tended so  that  all  pupils  could  be  served  a  warm  lunch  at  the 
bare  cost  of  the  material.  The  pupils  from  the  Grammar  School 
are  allowed  the  same  privilege.  Several  of  our  rural  schools 
have  been  following  out  the  idea  and  the  plan  is  meeting  with 
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favor  wherever  it  is  tried.  It  is  not  necessary  to  mention  the 
advantages.  A  warm  lunch  and  an  individual  who  is  respon- 
sible for  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  and  the  condition  of  the 
room,  during  the  absence  of  the  regular  teachers,  are  some  of 
the  benefits  we  might  mention. 

Teacher  Training  Course 

We  have  added  to  our  High  School  curriculum  a  teacher 
training  course.  The  object  is  to  give  the  juniors  and  seniors, 
who  plan  to  take  up  teaching,  a  course  in  model  training  and 
observation  work;  so  that  these  teachers  will  not  be  obliged 
to  take  up  their  chosen  profession  without  the  slightest  idea 
as  to  the  theory  and  practice  of  this  work  they  plan  to  do. 
Few  of  our  young  teachers  know  just  how  to  open  and  prop- 
erly organize  the  schools  they  undertake  to  teach.  In  any  of 
the  trades  or  professions  we  do  not  expect  the  individual  to 
turn  out  the  finished  product  until  they  have  served  an  appren- 
ticeship. Thousands  of  our  teachers  are  called  upon,  each 
year,  to  take  up  the  work  of  fitting  our  young  people  for 
future  citizenship  (the  most  particular  and  necessary  work 
known  to  man)  without  special  training  for  their  work. 

This  course  is  along  the  line  of  vocational  training.  Such 
courses  are  very  necessary  to  meet  the  growing  demand.  It 
seems  to  be  the  prevailing  idea  that  because  our  pupils  graduate 
from  High  School  they  should  come  forth  fitted  for  any  line 
of  work  they  choose  to  enter.  We  do  not  expect  to  graduate 
doctors,  lawyers  and  successful  business  men  from  our  High 
School,  true  the  High  School  course  will  help  such  men  find 
themselves ;  then  why  should  we  expect  to  graduate  successful 
teachers,  clerks  and  farmers  if  they  are  not  familiar  with  both 
the  theory  and  the  practice  of  the  work  they  are  to  undertake 
to  do.  This  then  is  the  theory  upon  which  we  base  our  idea, 
that  the  sooner  we  can  supplement  the  theory  of  our  work 
with  actual  practice,  the  better  it  will  be  for  our  boys  and  girls. 

Changes  in  Teachers 
I  am  pleased  to  report  but  few  changes  in  the  teaching 
force.    Principal  Touis  J.  West  resigned  in  July  to  accept  a 
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like  position  in  Waterville  High  School.  Mr.  West  was  an 
able  school  man  and  under  his  direction  the  school  prospered. 
Mr.  John  A.  David,  A.  B.,  a  graduate  of  Bates  College  and  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  professor  of  physics  in  Carnegie  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  succeeded  Principal  West.  Mr.  David 
came  to  us  strongly  recommended.  The  results  of  his  work 
here  are  evidence  that  he  has  the  ability  to  carry  on  the  good 
work  of  his  predecessor. 

Submaster  Harry  L.  Home  resigned  to  accept  the  principal- 
ship  of  Richmond  High  School.  Mr.  Mervin  L.  Ames,  a 
teacher  in  Maine  Central  Institute,  was  elected  to  fill  vacancy. 

Miss  Melvena  Parker,  for  many  years  a  teacher  in  our  High 
School,  resigned  to  accept  a  like  position  in  Bangor  High 
School.  Miss  Eva  Wentworth,  a  graduate  of  Gordon  Bible 
College,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy. 

Miss  Barbara  Heald,  Miss  Mary  Houston  and  Miss  Esther 
Hunt  were  elected  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  grades.  We  were 
very  fortunate  in  our  appointments,  for  in  every  case  the  teach- 
ers have  been  successful. 

We  are  obliged  to  make  the  sad  record  of  the  death  of  one 
of  our  teachers,  Miss  Florence  Kimball.  On  Dec.  3,  1918, 
after  a  brief  illness  caused  by  influenza,  she  succumbed  to  its 
fatal  effects.  She  was  a  splendid  young  woman,  a  fine  teacher 
and  highly  esteemed  by  her  fellow  teachers  and  pupils. 

At  a  School  Committee  meeting,  held  Dec.  30,  1918,  the 
following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Committee : 

Belfast,  Maine,  Dec.  30,  1918. . 

Whereas,  Our  Heavenly  Father  in  His  infinite  wis- 
dom and  love  has  seen  good  to  call  from  service  here 
to  service  in  the  higher  life,  Florence  M.  Kimball,  one 
of  our  public  school  teachers: 

Resolved,  That  the  death  of  Florence  M.  Kimball 
brings  to  our  schools  the  loss  of  one  of  its  efficient 
and  influential  teachers  whose  words  and  work  have 
been  potent  factors  in  her  chosen  calling. 
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Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  in  this  ' 
form  express  their  sorrow,  record  their  appreciation 
of  her  able  services  and  usefulness,  and  extend  sym- 
pathy to. her  family  and  circle  of  friends. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  place 
this  copy  of  the  resolutions  on  the  records  of  the 
Board,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  her  family.

Salaries 

Nearly  all  the  teachers  who  resigned  did  so  to  accept  better 
paying  positions.  They  received  from  $100  to  $500  more  than 
they  were  receiving  in  Belfast. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  mention  the  salaries 
of  our  teachers.  Last  June,  the  School  Committee  voted  to 
raise  the  salary  schedule  for  all  the  teachers.  This  was  ap- 
proved by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Aldermen.  This  action  assures  to  Belfast  the  retention  of  its 
best  teachers.  The  manner  and  spirit  in  which  this  was  done 
meant  much  to  the  teachers  and  cemented  still  further  their 
loyalty  to  our  community. 

The  salary  schedule  was  increased  $100  in  nearly  every  case. 
This  made  the  average  salary  for  the  grades  $554  per  year, 
an  average  of  $10.65  Per  week  for  the  entire  year.  When 
teachers  have  to  pay  $6  or  $7  per  week  for  board  alone,  it 
does  not  leave  a  big  margin  to  lay  something  by  for  the  day 
when  they  will  be  obliged  to  retire.  Young  inexperienced 
girls  have  received  as  high  as  $1200  per  year,  in  clerical  work, 
while  the  very  teachers  who  have  trained  them,  with  their  years 
of  successful  experience,  are  receiving  a  little  more  than  half 
that  amount. 

This  is  not  an  adverse  criticism,  but  is  a  mere  statement  of 
the  situation.    Incidentally,  I  might  add  that  it  is  increasingly 
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difficult  to  secure  teachers,  both  because  of  their  scarcity  and 
because  of  the  rapidly  increasing  salary  demands. 

Belfast  Teachers'  Club 

For  some  time  we  have  felt  the  need  of  an  organization 
which  would  bring  the  teachers  together  socially.  During  the 
year  such  an  organization  was  perfected.  This  is  a  real  busi- 
ness organization  in  which  every  individual  teacher  has  ample 
scope  for  personal  initiative,  and  participation  in  school  prob- 
lems, yet  giving  the  whole  teaching  force  an  opportunity  for 
driving  ahead,  animated  by  the  same  spirit  and  purpose, — the 
best  good  for  all  the  boys  and  girls  of  Belfast.  At  these  meet- 
ings the  teachers  have  an  opportunity  of  getting  acquainted 
and  talking  over  their  problems  and  successes  together.  All 
this  has  a  tendency  to  add  to  the  efficiency  of  our  work. 

Looking  Ahead 

In  spite  of  the  advancement  made  in  the  past  years  there 
is  much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  schools  of  this  city.  Along 
the  lines  already  laid  down  we  should  furnish  more  skilled 
instruction  for  backward  pupils.  We  should  extend,  our  prac- 
tical courses  in  the  High  School  to  include  Home  Making, 
Cooking,  Dressmaking  and  other  practical  arts  for  the  girls; 
Wood  and  Metal  Working,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Printing  and 
other  manual  arts  for  the  boys. 

Physical  Education  supervision  should  be  carried  on,  both 
in  the  buildings  and  on  the  playgrounds.  Garden  and  club 
work  should  be  supported  by  the  community  and  extended 
throughout  the  city.  All  this  cannot  be  successfully  accom- 
plished until  we  have  suitable  quarters  for  such  courses.  Every 
year  which  we  have  to  do  without  the  equipment  to  carry  on 
these  courses  means  an  inestimable  loss  to  our  boys  and  girls. 
A  loss  which  this  city  cannot  afford  to  sustain. 

Conclusion 

We  face  decided  and  fundamental  changes  in  our  school 
systems  to  meet  the  present  conditions  and  the  future  demands. 
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We  must  meet  this  period  with  open  minds,  with  broad  vision 
for  the  opportunities  which  the  future  will  offer  and  with  a 
firm  and  steadfast  resolution  that  our  pupils  will  not  be  ham- 
pered by  lack  of  the  training  which  we  can  give  them. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  loyal  support  given  me  by  our  teachers  and  members  of 
this  Board  of  Education.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  B.  B.  Roderick,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
Belfast  High  School. 

The  school  opened  on  Sept.  23  with  a  faculty  of  six  teachers 
and  an  enrollment  of  141  students  which  has  since  been  in- 
creased to  153.  These  pupils  are  divided  among  the  classes 
as  follows  :  Seniors  25,  Juniors  35,  Sophomores  39,  Freshmen 
54;  and  by  courses:  Classical  36,  Scientific  26,  Commercial 
45,  General  46.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  epidemics  delayed 
the  opening  of  school  one  week  and  later  caused  the  closing 
of  the  school  for  seventeen  days  more,  the  full  year's  work 
will  be  covered  and  the  full  amount  of  time  will  be  completed 
by  the  13th  of  June,  the  date  originally  set  for  the  closing  of 
school  for  the  year.  This  has  been  done  by  increasing  the 
length  of  the  periods,  adding  one  hour  to  the  daily  schedule 
and  dividing  the  program  into  two  sessions.  The  longer  period 
has  given  an  opportunity  for  the  teachers  to  outline  the  best 
method  of  study  for  the  preparation  of  the  next  day's  lesson 
and  thus  a  greater  amount  of  work  could  be  done  with  less 
effort. 

The  relations  between  the  students  and  teachers  have  been 
cordial  and  friendly.  A  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  fairness 
has  been  evident  from  the  first.  The  aim  has  been  to  estab- 
lish the  relationships  of  a  well  ordered  home  in  which  each 
member  carries  on  his  own  affairs  with  as  much  freedom  as 
is  consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  others.  The  policy  of  the 
school  has  been  simple  but  entirely  adequate.  It  is  stated  in 
these  words,  "Anything  that  interferes  with  the  work  or  the 
spirit  of  the  school  is  out  of  place."  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  stimulate  the  idea  that  individual  responsibility  is  the 
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basis  of  any  successful  community.  The  cooperation  of  the 
parents  is  earnestly  desired.  A  closer  knowledge  of  the  aims, 
the  ideals  and  what  is  being  done  in  the  school,  gained  by 
visiting  classes,  would  form  the  basis  for  constructive  criticism. 
The  greatest  service  the  parents  could  render  would  be  to 
impress  on  the  pupils  that  the  school  activities  should  be  en- 
tered into  with  serious  purpose.  At  this  period  a  thorough 
equipment  for  life  should  not  be  sacrificed  for  laziness  or  for 
mid-week  social  functions  that  interfere  with  the  work. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  this  year.  At  your  sug- 
gestion and  with  your  help  a  beginning  has  been  made  to 
extend  the  work  of  the  Commercial  Department  by  office  prac- 
tice in  business  houses  of  the  city.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work 
may  be  done  on  a  larger  scale  another  year  so  that  each  stu- 
dent before  he  graduates  may  have  considerable  actual  experi- 
ence. The  course  in  model  teaching,  which  you  instituted  to 
give  prospective  teachers  in  the  Senior  Class  an  opportunity 
to  observe  and  assist  in  actual  teaching  in  the  grades,  has  been 
received  with  enthusiasm.  This  work  may  naturally  lead  to 
the  introduction  of  a  normal  course.  The  two-sessions  plan 
has  made  it  necessary  to  provide  a  lunch  room  for  those  stu- 
dents who  live  too  far  away  to  go  home  at  noon.  The  Com- 
mercial room  has  been  given  over  to  the  purpose  and  a  teacher 
placed  in  charge.  Hot  cocoa,  prepared  by  the  students  and 
sold  at  cost,  has  been  served  to  those  who  cared  for  it.  The 
study  room  on  the  third  floor  has  been  equipped  this  year  for 
the  first  time  with  electric  lights  which  were  badly  needed  on 
dark  days  in  the  winter.  The  lamps  in  the  main  room  have 
been  lowered  to  afford  better  illumination  at  the  desks. 

There  is  need  for  a  considerable  increase  in  the  courses 
offered.  A  large  proportion  of  the  students  who  enter  High 
School  drop  out  at  the  end  of  one  or  two  years,  many  of  them 
because  the  courses  do  not  meet  a  real  need  with  them.  A 
large  number  of  these  pupils  might  be  held  in  the  school  longer 
and  their  economic  worth  to  the  community  greatly  increased 
by  courses  in  vocational  subjects, — manual  training,  shop  work, 
domestic  sciences,  etc.    A  course  in  systematic  physical  train- 
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ing  is  urgent.  Look  into  our  school  and  see  the  hollow  chests, 
the  crooked  spines  and  the  dull  eyes ! 

The  accommodations  are  entirely  inadequate.  Recitation 
rooms  are  overcrowded,  stairways  congested,  large  groups 
must  study  in  the  same  room  where  recitations  are  constantly 
going  on.  There  is  sufficient  material  to  make  a  valuable  mu- 
seum exhibit,  but  there  is  not  space  for  it  except  in  a  dark 
closet  under  the  eaves.  The  condition  of  uncontrolled  heating 
and  almost  entire  lack  of  ventilation  is  very  unhealthful.  Such 
a  condition,  where  a  hundred  and  fifty  people  come  together 
each  day,  is  a  menace  to  the  public  health.  The  need  for  a 
modern  building  is  serious.  It  would  not  only  make  the  school 
more  efficient  but  it  would  be  a  positive  economic  gain  to  the 
city.  It  would  riot  only  be  a  thing  of  beauty  but  an  object  of 
pride.  It  would  no  doubt  attract  many  pupils  from  outside, 
and  it  would  recommend  Belfast  as  a  place  of  residence  to  a 
desirable  class  of  people. 

May  I  be  permitted  to  say  that  there  are  in  this  school  as 
fine  a  group  of  boys  and  girls  as  I  have  ever  seen  in  any  high 
school.  We  have  the  raw  materials  here  to  make  as  fine  a 
school  as  there  is  in  the  state,  but  it  cannot  be  done  until  proper 
facilities  can  be  provided  and  sufficient  salaries  paid  to  hold 
the  desirable  teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  CENTRAL 
GRAMMAR  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Edward  B.  Roderick,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir : — Conditions  in  the  Central  School  change  but  little 
from  year  to  year.  The  enrollment  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year  and  we  are  in  the  same  crowded  condition.  The  prospect 
now  seems  to  be  that  the  enrollment  will  be  larger  at  the  open- 
ing in  September.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching 
force  this  year.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  and  there  have 
been  very  few  cases  of  truancy. 

I  feel  that  the  progress  that  we  have  made  in  our  work  is 
all  that  can  be  expected  under  existing  conditions.  Poorly 
lighted  and  ventilated  rooms  are  not  conducive  to  the  best 
results. 

In  the  line  of  repairs  we  have  done  only  what  was  absolutely 
necessary,  as  it  seemed  a  waste  of  money  to  expend  it  on  our 
present  building.  While  I  feel  that  the  parents  know,  in  a 
way,  the  conditions  of  our  school  building,  they  cannot  realize 
the  inconvenience  under  which  the  teachers  labor  and  the 
unsanitary  conditions  of  the  building  in  general,  unless  they 
spend  more  time  in  the  schools.  The  furnace  is  inadequate  to 
heat  a  building  of  this  size.  There  are  no  cloak  rooms  for  the 
children,  causing  much  annoyance  in  passing  in  and  out  of  the 
building,  and  no  means  of  ventilation  except  by  opening  win- 
dows, which  is  always  a  source  of  danger  to  the  pupils  who 
sit  near  them. 

Tn  speaking  of  music  in  our  schools  I  do  not  refer  to  the 
regular  teaching  of  music  or  what  is  taught,  but  to  our  victrola 
music.  We  feel  that  in  this  the  pupils  have  a  rare  opportunity 
to  hear  the  best  music  the  world  has. 

During  the  year  the  Balopticon  in  the  High  School  building 
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was  used  in  teaching  Geography  correlated  with  English.  ''This 
work  was  necessary  discontinued  after  the  High  School  was 
changed  to  two  sessions.  The  Balopticon  is  now  being  installed 
in,  the  Grammar  School  and  the  work  will  again  be  taken  up. 
We  believe  that  this  is  a  great  acquisition  to  our  school,  as  in 
no  other  way  can  we  so  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the  pupil 
the  lesson  taught,  as  by  actual  photographs  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter studied. 

Our  pupils  have  taken  much  interest  in  all  patriotic  work; 
being  awarded  several  prizes  in  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Agricul- 
tural Club  and  having  "gone  over  the  top"  in  membership  in 
both  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Victory  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club,  and 
have  purchased,  over  one  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  War 
Saving  Stamps  and  Liberty  Bonds.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  presenting  this  brief  report  of  Music  in  our  schools,  I 
am  reminded  that  Belfast  was  one  of  the  first  cities  in  the 
State  of  Maine  to  introduce  Music  as  a  regular  study  in  her 
schools.  At  that  time,  it  was  considered  more  or  less  an 
experiment  to  teach  Music  in  the  public  schools.  Many  people 
considered  it  simply  a  "bit  of  trimming"  to  our  "educational 
garment." 

Today  all  this  is  changed.  Modern  educators,  or  at  least  a 
great  proportion  of  them,  are  looking  at  this  great  subject  as 
an  ESSEntiai,. 

If  one  questions  this  view,  he  has  only  to  look  at  the  im- 
portant part  music  played  in  the  organization,  training  and 
splendid  work  of  our  magnificent  army. 

I  have  followed  along  the  usual  lines  in  my  work  with  the 
grades.  We  are  now  using  the  Progressive  Series  in  all  grades 
up  to  and  including  the  sixth.  It  contains  abundant  material, 
well  graded  and  of  a  character  that  is  very  interesting  to  the 
students. 

I  have  visited  the  rural  schools  as  usual  and  find  that  the 
interest  generally  is  good.  Some  of  them  are  doing  excellent 
work,  considering  the  difficulties  under  which  they  are  labor- 
ing. All  the  teachers  in  these  schools  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  efforts  in  this  direction. 

In  the  High  School  we  have  the  regular  chorus  practice. 
The  usual  number  of  students  (40%)  took  part  in  the  Knox- 
Waldo  Festival  at  Camden  last  May.  The  program  consisted 
of  a  concert  production  of  Flotow's  well  known  opera  "Martha." 
In  addition  to  a  goodly  number  in  the  chorus  and  several  mem- 
bers in  the  orchestra,  Belfast  supplied  one  of  the  regular  solo- 
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ists  and  several  for  the  small  solo  parts,  and  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  each  and  all  did  credit  to  their  school. 

We  are  now  working  on  the  chorus  numbers  to  be  used  at 
the  next  May  Festival,  this  year  at  Rockland. 

Since  last  November,  Mr.  R.  P.  Chase,  one  of  our  most 
thorough  musicians,  has  conducted,  each  week,  a  class  in  ele- 
mentary harmony,  with  the  idea  of  awakening  in  the  pupils  a 
greater  interest  in  and  appreciation  of  music.  We  greatly 
appreciate  Mr.  Chase's  efforts. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  you  and  to  all  school  officials  and 
regular  teachers  for  kindly  interest  and  support.

REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTOR 


Belfast,  Maine,  March  6,  1919. 
To  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Belfast: 

Medical  inspection  has  already  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  departments  connected  with  our  school  work. 

As  in  previous  years,  an  inspection  of  the  throat,  nose,  eyes, 
hearing,  lungs,  spine,  teeth  and  general  cleanliness  has  been 
made.  Children  were  advised  in  regard  to  necessary  require- 
ments to  promote  good  health. 

Parents  were  notified  of  defects  found.  Eleven  cases  were 
reported  where  the  children  were  given  immediate  attention. 
Parents  who  reported  that  it  was  impossible  to  secure  treat- 
ment for  their  children  were  given  the  opportunity  to  secure 
such  treatment  without  cost  to  them,  whatever,  through  the 
Medical  Inspector.    Several  were  attended. 

A  serious  case  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  was  reported  by  one 
of  the  teachers.  This  pupil  was  dull,  not  interested,  in  his  work 
and  only  bent  on  mischief.  He  was  so  deaf  that  he  could  not 
hear  the  ordinary  schoolroom  conversation.  This  boy  was  ex- 
amined and  an  operation  advised  and  performed.  The  hear- 
ing is  fully  recovered  and  his  interest  in  school  work  greatly 
improved.  The  significant  fact  of  this  case  is  that  the  parents 
did  not  suspect  in  the  least  what  the  trouble  was  with  this  boy 
and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  medical  examination  this  boy 
would  probably  be  in  a  worse  condition  physically  and  his  hear- 
ing permanently  lost.  This  case  illustrates,  without  argument, 
the  importance  of  medical  inspection  in  the  schools.  This  is 
only  one  case  of  many  which  came  up  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  074  examinations  were  made  and  of  that 
number  ti%  of  these  pupils  who  were  examined  were  found 
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to  be  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  6%  from  adenoids. 
These  are  startling  figures,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note,  in  con- 
nection with  this  fact,  that  the  largest  number  of  cases  of 
enlarged  glands  and  tonsils  are  found  in  the  first  four  grades. 
From  the  fifth  grade  on  we  note  a  gradual  improvement.  The 
ninth  grade  shows  a  very  low  percentage  of  cases  serious 
enough  to  require  medical  attention. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  61%  of  our  pupils  show 
defective  teeth.  This  is  very  serious.  A  little  care  and  slight 
dental  work  would  reduce  this  percentage  to  a  minimum.  The 
rate  per  cent  of  increase  in  defective  cases,  each  year,  is 
alarming. 

■I  would  advise «  an  appropriation  for  a  Dental  Clinic  that 
these  slight  defects  may  be  cared  for  and  the  pupils  educated 
in  the  care  of  their  teeth. 

I  would  like  to  emphasize  again  what  was  said  in  my  report 
last  year.  Our  pupils  as  a  whole  are  not  getting  sufficient 
fats  and  pupils  are  advised  to  bring,  for  lunch,  less  sweets  and 
more  milk. 

We  have  had  outbreaks  of  chickenpox,  scarlet  fever,  influ- 
enza, itch  and  lice  during  the  year.  The  teachers  have  exer- 
cised extreme  care  and  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  physician 
have  excluded  from  school  all  pupils  thought  to  be  suffering 
from  infectious  troubles  and  at  all  times  conditions  were  kept 
well  in  hand. 

I  would  like  to  indorse  and  emphasize  the  importance  of 
physical  education.  In  no  other  way  can  some  of  the  physical 
defects,  which  our  examinations  reveal,  be  corrected  than  by 
constant  and  persistent  physical  exercise.  This  exercise  can 
be  given  in  the  schoolroom  or  on  the  school  grounds.  Round 
shoulders,  weak  lungs,  undeveloped  muscles  and  posture  are 
some  of  the  things  which  physical  exercise  will  improve.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  BELFAST  FREE 
LIBRARY 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen : — -The  Trustees  of  the  Belfast  Free  Library  are 
pleased  to  report  1918  a  very  satisfactory  year. 

The  report  of  Miss  Barr,  our  very  efficient  librarian,  covers 
nearly  everything,  but  I  wish  to  say  a  word  regarding  what 
has  been  done  in  the  way  of  increasing  book  space  to  relieve 
a  part  of  the  congestion  which  we  reported  last  year.  After 
much  figuring  and  many  conferences,  your  trustees  decided 
that  a  balcony  over  the  stacks  in  the  book  room  was  feasible 
and  we  found  an  accumulation  from  the  income  of  the  Geo. 
W.  Field  fund  of  more  than  enough  to  pay  for  same  which 
could  be  used  for  permanent  improvements,  and  at  a  cost  of 
$864.00  we  were  able  to  provide  shelving  for  over  8,000  vol- 
umes with  an  easy  flight  of  stairs  on  either  side  making  them 
very  accessible  and  satisfactory  to  our  librarian.  Thus  she 
has  been  able  to  get  the  books  off  the  floor  and  out  of  the  aisles 
and  a  few  from  the  basement,  also  provide  room  for  the  fine 
collection  of  music  so  generously  given  by  Mr.  Augustus  C. 
Knight  and  Miss  Maud  Gammans,  but  the  crying  need  for 
more  space  for  patrons  is  still  very  pressing  and  must  be  in- 
creased before  our  Library  can  possibly  give  the  accommo- 
dation a  library  is  intended  for. 

I  cannot  close  without  a  word  of  commendation  for  Miss 
Barr  and  her  able  assistants  for  the  large  amount  of  extra 
war  work  they  have  cheerfully  done  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 


Belfast,  Maine,  March  I,  1919. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Belfast  Free  Library: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  thirty-first  annual  report  of 
the  Belfast  Free  Library. 

While  in  1918  the  Belfast  Free  Library  has  fulfilled  its 
legitimate  mission  of  acquiring  books,  preparing  them  for  cir- 
culation and  placing  them  in  the  hands  of  students  and  readers, 
like  the  rest  of  the  United  States  it  has  devoted  its  resources 
in  every  possible  manner  to  the  winning  of  the  war.  Its  bulle- 
tin boards  have  been  at  the  service  of.  the  Food  Administra- 
tion, the  Red  Cross,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  every  department 
asking  for  publicity.  Since  June  628  books  have  been  pre- 
pared with  bookplates,  pockets  and  typewritten  cards  and  sent 
for  shipment  for  the  use  of  our  soldiers  in  camps  and  over- 
seas. The  Library  has  been  headquarters  for  the  Committee 
of  Conservation  of  the  Waldo  County  Chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross,  in  behalf  of  which  it  made  two  shipments  of  fruit  pits 
to  be  used  in  making  gas  masks,  and  is  collecting  a  barrel  of 
tinfoil,  which  is  almost  ready  for  shipment,  and  from  the  sale 
of  which  the  Red  Cross  will  realize  a  substantial  sum  of  money. 

Registrations 

Since  1916,  the  beginning  of  our  present  registration  list,. 
2,328  book  cards  have  been  issued  to  new  names  or  previous 
registrations  renewed,  of  which  number  235  have  been  added 
during  the  past  year.  The  number  cancelled  because  of  death 
or  change  of  residence  was  117. 

ClRCUIvATlON 

The  effect  of  the  war  on  the  circulation  of  books  has  been 
to  decrease  the  number  of  volumes  of  fiction  loaned  and,  as 
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many  of  the  study  clubs  have  been  devoting  attention  to  the 
Red  Cross,  some  classes  of  non-fiction  have  been  in  less  de- 
mand than  in  other  years.  Three  classes  of  books  which  show 
an  increase  are  juvenile,  useful  and  fine  arts,  which  include 
household  arts  and  women's  magazines,  and  history,  in  which 
is  catalogued  the  books  about  the  European  War.  Although 
the  Library  was  closed  for  one  month  in  October  on  account 
of  the  epidemic  of  influenza,  the  total  circulation  was  only 
slightly  less  than  in  1917.

Home:  Libraries 
Two  Home  Libraries  for  the  accommodation  of  people  who 
live  at  a  distance  from  the  Library  have  been  managed  by  Mrs, 
E.  O.  Pendleton  and  Mrs.  William  C.  Vose,  at  East  Belfast 
and  Little  River.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  books  have 
been  sent  to  these  libraries,  which  report  a  circulation  of  1,292, 
East  Belfast  1,025,  and  Little  River  267. 

Accessions 

January  first  the  number  of  books  accessioned  in  the  history 
of  the  Library  reached  the  number  of  20,000,  the  beginning 
of  the  third  accession  book  of  ten  thousand  titles  each.  The 
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total  number  acquired  has  been  20,071  volumes,  of  which  470 
have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  The  total  number  with- 
drawn is  1,459,  leaving  18,612,  the  number  of  volumes  now  in 
the  Library.  In  the  official  list  of  116  libraries  in  the  State 
which  receive  the  State  stipend,  or  State  aid,  only  six  have  a 
larger  number  of  volumes  than  Belfast,  and  only  14  added 
more  volumes  last  year.

formerly  of  Belfast.  It  comprises  over  five  hundred  albums 
and  pieces  of  sheet  music  and  thirty-four  bound  volumes  of 
music.  This  collection,  which  contains  the  work  of  the  world's 
greatest  composers,  is  a  remarkable  nucleus  for  a  public  col- 
lection of  music  for  Belfast,  which  will  be  increased  by  gift 
and  purchase  in  future  years.  It  has  already  been  supple- 
mented by  a  valuable  gift  of  music  from  Miss  Maud  Gammans, 
who  has  presented  one  hundred  sheets  of  music  and  six  bound 
volumes. 

A  valuable  and  interesting  gift  from  Miss  Louise  Hazeltine 
is  a  portfolio  of  drawings  by  Charles  Dana  Gibson,  entitled 
''People  of  Dickens."

Work  with  Schools 
For  one  month,  in  April,  half-hour  lessons  in  the  use  of

Building 

An  important  change  in  the  Library  is  the  building  of  the 
gallery  in  the  book  room,  which  is  an  improvement  ornamentally, 
and  of  great  practical  use.  For  many  years  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  place  books  on  the  shelves  to  best  advantage,  as  it 
was  a  struggle  to  arrange  sixteen  to  eighteen  thousand  volumes 
in  space  intended  for  fourteen,  but  this  difficulty  is  now  solved 
for  a  time,  as  the  ten  cases  in  the  gallery  have  a  capacity  of 
eight  thousand  volumes.  W  nile  this  gives  ample  shelf  room 
for  the  present,  we  still  lack  a  reading  room  undisturbed  by 
the  business  at  the  delivery  desk,'  and  regret  that  we  cannot 
do  as  efficient  work  for  children  as  we  might,  if  we  had  a  room 
for  their  especial  use. 

In  Me mori am 
Albert  Crane 

It  is  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Albert  Crane  of 
Stamford,  Conn.,  which  occurred  September  21,  1918.  Mr. 
Crane  will  be  remembered  as  the  benefactor  of  Belfast  through 
his  gift  to  the  Library  of  the  Albert  Boyd  Otis  Fund  for  the 
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purchase  of  books  of  history  and  biography,  which  he  estab- 
lished in  1900  in  memory  of  his  friend  Albert  Boyd  Otis  of 
Belfast.  Mr.  Crane  was  widely  known  for  his  generous  gifts 
to  institutions  and  individuals,  and  for  his  interest  in  public 
welfare.  The  Belfast  Free  Library  has  lost  a  friend  whose 
kindly  sympathy  was  unfailing. 

Library  Staff 

In  the  continued  absence  of  the  Assistant  Librarian,  Miss 
Grace  Hall,  Miss  Marguerite  Owen  has  been  Acting  Assistant 
Librarian  since  April  1,  and  by  her  patience  and  pleasant  man- 
ner has  gained  many  friends  for  the  Library.  The  Library 
is  much  indebted  to  Miss  Margaret  Hazeltine  for  work  on  the 
Knight  Collection  of  Music,  having  made  manila  covers  for 
several  hundred  pieces  of  music  and  prepared  thern  for  circu- 
lation. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Library  for  the  attention  and  interest  which  they  have 
given  the  affairs  of  the  Library  during  the  past  year,  and  for 
personal  encouragement  in  our  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  Members  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment: 

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  past  year. 

There  are  at  present  eight  milk  dealers  making  daily  delivery 
by  team  throughout  the  city,  and  several  people  who  keep  one 
or  two  cows  and  sell  to  their  neighbors.  In  addition  to  this 
supply,  the  Whiting  Creamery  sells  a  large  amount  of  milk 
at  retail. 

The  milkmen  are  all  complying  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law  and  are  producing  milk  under  reasonably  clean  and 
sanitary  conditions.  They  all  have  good  herds  of  cows  that 
are  kept  in  good^condition  and  well  cared  for.  Some  of  the 
dealers  have  found  it  difficult  to  get  competent  help  at  times, 
but  they  have  done  the  best  they  could  to  keep  to  the  standard 
of  modern  methods.  They  deserve  much  credit  for  supplying 
the  city  with  good  milk  under  such  adverse  conditions  as  have 
existed  the  past  year. 

The  legal  standard  for  milk  is  3.25  per  cent,  butter  fat, 
while  the  average  test  of  all  the  milk  sold  in  this  city  is  about 
4  per  cent.  No  sample  tested  has  dropped  below  3.5,  while 
several  tests  from  Jersey  or  Guernsey  herds  have  gone  above 
4.5. 

The  cream  trade  is  almost  wholly  supplied  by  the  grocery- 
men  who  get  their  supply  from  the  creameries.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  a  short  time  when  the  U.  S.  Food  Administration 
decreed  that  no  cream  should  be  sold  for  family  use  that  con- 
tained more  than  20  per  cent,  of  fat,  the  cream  supplied  the 
trade  has  tested  about  38  per  cent. 

Both  of  the  creameries  are  well  managed  and  kept  in  a  sani- 
tary condition. 
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It  is  a  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  to  see  that 
the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  butter,  cheese  and  imitation 
dairy  products  are  not  violated.  In  the  past,  there  has  been 
considerable  short-weight  butter  sold  in  our  markets.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  dealers,  I  have  tried  to  correct  this 
wrong.  Some  progress  has  been  made,  yet  some  under-weight 
butter  does  get  on  to  the  market.  The  only  practical  way  to 
solve  this  problem  is  for  the  dealer  to  sell  such  butter  at  a 
sufficient  discount  to  cover  the  deficit  in  weight.  Most  of  the 
dealers  are  now  doing  this. 

There  is  a  natural  shrinkage  in  butter  and  a  loss  of  one- 
quarter  ounce  per  pound  cannot  be  considered  as  evidence  of 
intentional  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  maker. 

On  the  whole,  the  retail  butter  trade  is  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition. 

There  are  ten  licensed  dealers  in  oleomargarine  in  this  city. 
The  manufacturers  of  some  brands  of  oleo  are  evading  the 
color  law  by  furnishing  a  capsule  of  color  and  directions  for 
using  it  with  each  pound,  but  the  local  dealer  are  all  handling 
the  goods  without  evasion  of  law.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common  Council: 

You  undoubtedly  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  Board  of 
Health  has  had  a  very  busy  time  during  the  past  year.  It 
has  been  extremely  difficult,  many  times,  to  make  some  under- 
stand that  in  obeying  the  health  laws,  it  was  a  duty  which  they 
as  individuals  owed  to  the  community,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
health  laws  had  to  be  complied  with,  they  should  not  think 
that  anyone  was  trying  to  inflict  a  hardship  personally  upon 
them.  I  refer  to  the  many  cases  in  which  it  was  necessary 
for  the  Board  to  enforce  the  quarantine  regulations  during  the 
scarlet  fever  epidemic  which  we  had  to  contend  with  last 
summer. 

We  should  feel  very  thankful  that  there  were  only  a  few 
severe  cases  and  that  no  deaths  resulted  from  the  disease. 
I  am  confident  that  the  reason  why  the  disease  became  so 
widely  spread  was  due  entirely  to  its  mildness,  it  being  carried 
by  many  who  were  unaware  that  they  had  the  disease. 

The  influenza  epidemic,  prevalent  during  the  autumn  months, 
was  so  severe  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  that  after  a  con- 
ference with  our  Mayor  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  call  a 
meeting  of  a  number  of  the  business  men  of  the  city,  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  closing  indefinitely  the  schools,  churches 
and  public  places  of  amusements,  as  the  Board  did  not  wish 
to  assume  the  entire  responsibility.  It  was  the  unanimous 
opinion,  at  this  meeting,  that  such  a  procedure  would  be  proper 
under  the  existing  conditions,  and  those  places  were  closed 
for  approximately  three  weeks.  During  the  epidemic,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Roderick  and  a  number  of  boys,  we  had  placed  in 
nearly  every  home  in  the  city,  leaflets  regarding  influenza. 
Although  there  has  been  many  deaths  due  to  influenza  and 
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pneumonia  in  our  city,  we  all  realize  that  other  communities 
suffered  more  severely  than  ours. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  pay  its  respects  and  also 
call  your  attention  to  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  the 
superintendent,  physicians,  regular  and  volunteer  nurses,  of 
the  Waldo  County  Hospital,  so  untiringly  and  unselfishly 
worked,  during  the  epidemic,  for  the  good  of  all  concerned.
